New Delhi, the 15lh June 1974 

No, 10/1 t/74-CS,II.— The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
the Upper Division Grade of the Ceutial Secretariat Clerical 
Service to be held by the Institute of Secretariat Training & 
Management in November, 1974 are published for general 
information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the*'select list will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Institute. Reservations shall be made for candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Casles/'Eribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tnbes Lists (Modifica- 
tion) Order. 1956 read with the Bombay Reorganisation 
Act 1960, the Punjab Re-organisation Act, 1966, the Sche- 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) Acl, 


1956, the Constitution, (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled 
Castes Older 1956, the Constitution ( Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands) .Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the Constitution 
tDadra and Nagar Havcli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, 
the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes 
(Jrder, 1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes 
Order, 1964, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar 
Pradesh) Order, 1967, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and 
Dill) Scheduled Castes Order, 1968, the Constitution (Goa, 
Daman and Diu) Scheduled Tribes Ordei, 1968, and the 
Constitution (Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1970. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Institute of 
Secretariat Training and Management in the manner prescribed 
in the Appendix to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Institute, 

4, Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary offiMr 
of the Lower Division Grade of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service, who on the 1st January 1974 satisfies the 
following conditions shall be eligible to appear at the exami- 
nation ; — 

(i) Length of Service.— He should have on the 1st 
January, 1974 a continuous service of not less than 5 years

Note 1.— The limit of five years of approved and conti- 
nuous service will also apply if the total reckonablc service 
of a candidate is partly as a Lower Division Clerk and partly 
as Upper Division Clerk in the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service.

11. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Institute in its discretion and the Institute will not 
enter into correspondence with them regarding the result. 

12. Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as may be 
considered necessary, that the candidate is eligible and suitable 
in all respects for selection, 

13, A candidate, who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
In the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, or otherwise 
quits the Service or severs his connection with it, or whoso 
services are terminated by his Department or who h appoint- 
ed to an ex-cadre post or to another Service on ‘transfer’ 
and does not have a lien in the Lower Division Grade of the 
Central Secretariat Clerical Service will not be eligible for 
appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a Lower Division Clerk 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority.
